A micro air vehicle is propelled by a bipropellant micro engine supplied with hydrogen peroxide 
and a hydrocarbon fuel. The hydrogen peroxide is decomposed to produce steam and oxygen at 
high temperature and the hydrocarbon fuel is burnt within a combustion chamber with oxygen 
produced from such decomposition. Products of such decomposition and combustion are exited 
through a nozzle to produce thrust. In a preferred embodiment there is also a ducted turbofan 
located downstream of the nozzle exit
